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Economic Highlights 

In the first fireworks that followed the Presi- 
dent's abrupt and unexpected dismissal of General 
MacArthur from his four commands in the Far East, 
some of the big underlying issues tended to bo sub- 
merged. Political comment, with a few exceptions, fol- 
lowed party lines— the Republicans said it was a black 
day for this country and the Democrats said the Presi- 
dent had no alternative. White House spokesmen said 
the General had clearly exceeded his authority, and 
intimated he had been deliberately insubordinate to 
his v Constitutional superiors. A close associate of the 
General denied this flatly. MacArthur partisans said 
.the President had played into the hands of the com- 
munists and enormously weakened the free world. 
MacArthur opponents said his removal greatly en- 
hanced the chances for a workable peace. 

Time will settle this part of the debate. 
In the meantime, entirely aside from MacArthur in- 
cident, foreign policy, in all of its many ramifications, 
is again squarely in the national spotlight. 

Mr. Truman said that his Administration will 
not appease communism anywhere. But the fact re- 
mains that the British, who were most eager for Mac- 
Arthur's dismissal, have shown what many people 
regard as an alarming desire to achieve a Far Eastern 
settlement on a Munich basis. They have proposed 
that Formosa be turned over to Red China. They bit- 
terly opposed MacArthur » desire to enlist Nationalist 
China in the Korean war— and on this Mr. Truman 
and Secretary Achcson are squarely with them. In the 
view or defenders of the MacArthur type of thinking, 
the British policy, along with that part of the policy 
which is shared in top quarters in this country, cannot 
help but give communism victory after victory and en- 
danger the whole East — Japan, the Philippines, and so 
on. 



It must also be recorded that MacArthur's firing 
was received with great enthusiasm by the Communist 
Party in the United States — and that party, of course, 
has followed the Kremlin line like a tight rope walker. 

The question of what shall be done about ending 
the Korean war remains unanswered. It certainly 
seems that the communists will not agree to a cease- 
fire except on terms dictated by them, terms which 
would amount to absolute appeasement by the UN 
powers. General MacArthur said that it was militarily 
impossible to win a decisive victory In Korea so long 
as Red China herself could not be attacked. His suc- 
cessor, General RIdgway, sold practically the samo 
tiling some time ago. 

Reports from the Korean combat zone indicate 
that the majority of the troops were shocked and dis- 
mayed by MacArthur's dismissal — not only because 
of the General as a personality and a soldier, but be- 
cause they feel it means they must go on and on, 
fighting and taking their casualties, in a useless and 
hopeless war which may last indefinitely. The Gen- 
eral, they feel, was their great spokesman, and now 
has been forced to leave them. 

In any event, and regardless of one's personal 
sentiments on the MacArthur matter, it seems inevit- 
able that a showdown is coming. The cork has blown 
out of the bottle. It does not seem possible that the 
indecisiveness which has characterized the handling 
of critical foreign affairs can last much longer. Con- 
gress, bolstered now by the high tide of public feeling, 
will demand' that a straight course be steered in one 
direction or another.
